SOS Call Is Picked Up By Liner Early This Morn­ 
ing; Search Of 30 Mile Area Fails To Reveal 
Whereabouts Of New York-Rome Plane; 
Pilots And Newspaperman Are Believed Lost 
In Ocean; See Little Hope. 


New York, Sept. 7.— (AP)—A hasty search of a 
30 mile area around the estimated spot in the North 
Atlantic from which the monoplane Old Glory .sent its 
dramatic SOS shortly before dawn today has failed to 
reveal the plane and its three occupants. 
The hunt has now turned to the spot where the 
plane was last sighted.

Capt. David VV. Done, master of the liner Transyl­ 
vania, whose wireless picked up a SOS at 3:17 a. rn., 
quickly estimated the position of Old Glory at the time 
the SOS was sent. 
He sent the Transylvania plowing through rough 
seas and fresh winds, circled about the spot, but saw 
nothing.

Old Glory’s cry for help was picked up by several 
trails-Atlantic ships and was relayed to shore stations.

Jam^s Hill ami Philip Payne, 
were in the grip of some tragedy over the trackless 
wastes of water, no other details were sent.
